''The cliap I refer to was a surly, morose sort 
of ittun : a regular tough, and one of the last I 
should suspect of religious feeling. I'll call him 
by his Christian name of Jim. In the next cell 
to him was a young lad in whom I took a great, 
interest, Kiviiic him a Bible and encouraging him 
to read it. One day, when I was unlocking the 
cell door Jim c:illud out, "What about a Bible for 
me, boss?" 

THOUGHT HE WAS JOKING 

"I thought lie wis saying it in a sneering 
fashion, with the object of poking fun at the 
young lad, so I passed on without answering 
him. A week' 1-ilcr, as I was again opening the 
doors, he made the same request. Once more I 
ignored it, thinking that a man of his stamp could 
hot be sincere in desiring a Bible to read. As I 
was ascending to the top gallery, however, the 
thonght came to me that perhaps the poor fellow 
was in earnest, after all; Anyhow, it would do no 
harm to give him a Bible. So 1 went and got 
one and give it to b:in. 

"E thought no more of the incident till the day 
heforc Jim was released. It happened to be a 
Sunday on which Mrs. Major Fraser was leading 
an Army meeting in the prison. Towards the 
close of the meeting I was surprised to sec Jim 
stand up and rennet permission to say a few 
words. It was granted, and he said, as near as I 
can remember, something like this: — 

"'Boys, I'm going out to-morrow, and I feel 
I'd like to give a testimony before I go, I w3nt 
to say that through thfi influence of The Army 
meetings in this place I have got converted. I 
haven't made any great splash absut it in here, 
and nobody lias known a thing about it but my- 
self and God until now. But a real change has 
taken place in me, and T am going out to live a 
new life by the help of God.' 

"Under such conditions you can imagine that 
was a most itnpri-ssive testimony, and I have 
never forgotten it. 

"I never ejected to see the man again; but 
one dav, ns 1 was walking up. Ynnge Street, I 
came across him in a «trnnqc manner, almost dra- 
L malic lu fact.

— Struggles With the Language 

— Glimpses at Home Life, 

Writing from Peking, ATrs. Cap.- \: 
tain Beckett says:-r . 

"The Chinese are such a happy 
people. Many of them work very 
hard for three cents (Canadian 
money) per day, seven days a week; 
but they laugh and sing at they go 
about their work. If a gang of men 
arc heaving a boat, instead of shout- 
ing. "Heave!* every second or two, 
as Western men would, they sing a . 
song, and keep time with the music, 
and also keep together with the 
work — great idea, isn't it? 

Children' Attract Attention " 

"The children are a great attrac- 
tion. I took Dorothy to meeting 
this morning, and the peuple ran 
ahead of 11s 10 set a sight of 'the 
foreigner's child." Wc never takt 
the children out without a crowd all 
round us, and- Dorothy marches 
along, or sils 111 lliu Tiugtfy. lik<_ a. 
queen, quite oblivions of the notice 
she atiracts. 

"Our house hoy is very nice. His 
name mcrms 'Happiness' and suits 
bim well. He is always smiling, and 
so polite aud unobtrusive Dorothy . 
will hardly ever leave him. .1 found 
her the other day feeding him out of- 
his rice basin with chopsticks, and 
he thought it was a great joke. She 
goes to the kitchen and takes the 
baby's bottle, and says, 'Chiug net 
gay wor hyscnl' (/Please give me 
some milk'), and they all say 'How/ 
meaning 'Good.' and look as pleased 
ae if we had given them something 

"We do not have what they Call ■ 
foreign food, rxcept milk aud sugar. 
Wc drink Chinese tea (green tea, 
with a funny flavour), no butter, but 
the cook mnkes peanut butter, which 
tasted fine the first week, not so fine 
the second, and wc almost dislike it 
now. Still, the food is excellent* 
only very 'samey.' Wouldn't we en> 
joy a nice cup of tea with cream in 
it, and some thin bread and butter! - 
"The lauguaj-e is awful! Kul only 
do the sounds seem impossible to a .

Such at* instance is provided by 
what is familiarly known as "The 
Tongues Movement" We give the 
following summary of Scripture^re^ 
ferences and teaching upon the mat- 
ter, not for the" sake of controversy, 
for this we will" not enterinto, but : 
for the: information of any of our- 
readers who may desire to have such 
in handy form: — _" ._' 

"1. The gift of tongues is not un-~ 
Scriptural. It was foretold as "one 
of the signs that should follow them', 
that believe*' (Matthew 16:17). 

"2. But, like the other gifts of the 
'Spirit, it was not intended for al! 
Christians (1- Corinthians 1^30). 

37 Further, it is distinctly taught 
that the gift of tongu.es is One of the 
least of the gilts of the Spirit; Paul 
urged all to covet rather the best 
gifts (1 Corinthians 12:31). 

A. It is nowhere taught that the 
gift of tongues is a necessary, and 
distinctive evidence of the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. Nor was it evi- 
dence of superior grace in those "who 
possessed the gift, as is proved by 
the fact that there was much car- - 
nality among Corinthian Christians 
who specially cultivated speaking 
with tongues. 

"5. Tt was .1 private and personal 
gift, edifying only the speaker hire- "" 
self, except he possessed also the 
gift of interpretation; or except" 
some one possessing the latter gift - 
was able to interpret him to the 
Church, to .their edification. 

"6. It was therefore unsuitable for 
public assemblies. 

"7. Finally, the Apostle not only 
attaches little value to speaking with 
tongues in comparison with other 
gifts of the Spirit, but foretells its 
withdrawal — 'Whether there be ton- 
gues, they, shall cease.'

RECORD IN SHIP-LAUNCHING 

AN event marking a new epoch in 
the history of Canadian ship- 
building was the recent launching of 
four ships from one set of ways: a 
feat never before known in the ship- 
building industry on either side of 
the Atlantic. The launching took 
place at Toronto, and the Poison 
Iron Works, Ltd., can claim the 
honour for accomplishing this feat.

BIG 1HJTATO CROP 

ACCORDING to a statement 
made by Sir William Hearst, 
Ontario has in prospect a bumper 
'crop of potatoes this year. The state- 
ment is based on a number of special 
reports received - by the . Provincial 
Department of Agriculture, the con- 
census of which indicates clearly 
that instead of the decrease in acre- 
age threatened by the high price of 
seed this spring, there has been a 
substantial increase in the acreage 
put under of this important crop 
this season. 

All reports agree that there has 
been a very large increase in the 
plantings in towns, cities, and vil- 
lages, dueto the campaign carried 
On in urging .backyard gardening. 
Under these circumstances it is evi- 
dent that with reasonably favour- 
able weather conditions from now 
on, there will be no shortage in this 
staple food this fall,
